The one-mill increase is about 
a $3 tax increase to the township 
family with a real estate assess­ 
ment of $3,000. 
Farley said he was surprised at 
the disapproving votes cast by 
Wright and Thompson. He said 
their intention did not become 
clear until the end of the meeting. 
It was first inkling he had, Farley 
said, that the two would cast 
negative vites on the budget w hieh 
was tentatively approved early 
last month. 
Library Appropriation
